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CIVIL BERVICE <THE ONLY REMEDY,
From the N, ¥, T¥men.

The warmest upholdera of our present sys-
tem of appointment to office must agres that

"the speotacle reoeutly presented in urhlng-
ton has been peouliarly disgraceful. To fi nd
that oity crowded with men who are eager
applicants for ofices to which they have not
u‘:. gmallest adaptation, to hear of ths Vice-
Presidout so badgered by these uublushing

lace- hunters that he is obliged to absudon
Eu official position and take refogein the
gountry; and that even the iron coustitntion
of the President sinks under thhipceaam*
and shameless Importunity for office, and
Congress is glad to adjourn to esoape it—is
eertainly altogether one of the wmost unplea-
pant piotures we have had fn a leng time of
the tendency of omr method of filling pablio
pffices.

Alopg with this spectacle, which is ocalon-
1ated to bring disgrace everywhers on repub-
lican institutions, coms the thounsand com-

1sints and proofs from all sides of the utter
Rﬂmor;linullo:: of our civil service. Our most
trustworthy officials estimate that the public
josses from the inoompetence and dishonesty
of the pablic servants, Amount now avery year
40 the snormons gnm of one hundred millions
of dollars. I=m other words, of every four dol.
jara paid by the poorest citizen in taxes, one
is stolen by rogues or lost by ineompetenta,
Fvery man, woman, and child suflers from this
degradation of the public service. It fs paid
{or in the hard earnings of the poor, by the
galaries of the professional classes and the
wealth of the rich. All lose from it. Worat
sven than this, it corrupts oharacter and
disturbs honest industry. The buylng
and selliog of offices is depravin
every department of Government, an
gasting far _and  wide the  meeds
of corruption. We see the effects in Albany,
in every State capital, and at Washingten.
Wames that ought to be most honored are not
{ree from its stains. The public is loaing the
sense of manly independence and high-toned
honor, under the influence of this scramble
for oflice and bargaining with public positions.
Young men are continually leaving puranits
of industry and homest production for this
waiting for chances —this drawing of
prizes. The aystem has become a curse and
a disgrace to the country. That great politi-
oal philesopher and economist, J. stuart Mill,
rightly characterized it recently, in a public
letter, as “‘the one great blot and disgrace on
Amwmerioan institutions.”

What is worst, too, in the whole matter, the
ovil will continually increase. There never
was such an andignified soramble for place as
this year; there was never more jobbery and
gorruption, and never more difficulty and
seeming impossibility in filling the right place
with the right man. Four years hence the
spectacle at Washington will be only more
degrading, the ecramble more disgraceful, the
jobs and bargains more corrupt, and the in-
efficiency of the public servants more glarin
~—simply becanse the mumber of offices wi
become each year gresater, the prizea richer
and the public senge of honor mors dalled
nnder the pregent system. This is evidently
ihe inevitable drift of things in this country.

There is but one practical remedy for this
state of things, and that is the entire change
of the mode of appoiutment to places of public
trust.

This can be secured only by the adoption
of the system bsgun go favorably in Great
Britain—of appointinent by examination, and
not by favor or from party service; or, in
other words, the passage of Mr. Jenokes’
bill. Yet we cannot say that the prospeots of
this most galutary measure are very hopaful.
What Mr. Mill calls *‘the greatest perverters
of free institutions’’—the professional politi-
oians—oontrol both houses of Congress aund
all the machinery of elections. Two handred
and twant{ men could not, with the ntmost
oare, be picked out from the population of the
whole Union who are, by interest, habit, and
tradition, so opposed to the principles of this
bill as the members of the present House of
Representatives, The Senate, too, has its own

ounds of opposition. The President, in-

is on the side of the bill, and a vastand
ﬂ:wing constituency of intelligent men and
opinion of the civilized world, Bat all
these allies are as yet weak against the pro-
fessional politicians.

Moreover, there are among the masges cer-
tain unfonnded prejndices againat the mea-
sure. Itis stigmatized as ‘‘English,’’ though
it might more properly be ocalled ““Chinese;"
= pofmmt by examinstion being a custom
o? the Calestial Empire as old as the Norman
songuest. It has given the Eaglish an honest
gustom hounse, a post office which is un.
equalled in the world for acouracy and
ngglty, and & most intelligent Indian ad-
ministration. We have received too many
good things from the little island to objeot if
we st length obtain an honest civil service
from the same source.

Mr. Jenckes’ bill, it is eaid, will establish
“‘an aristooracy of offivials.” Buat this has
been a measure in Eogland which was most of
all & pet of the Liberal party, and was at firat
opposed by the aristooracy. It does away with
favoritiem and appointment by blood or by
persopal or party influneuce. [t comes down
to the true democracy of intelligence and ohar-

~ moter. To establish *‘a profession’ of offive-
holders—a trained body of men of character
and fitpess for their places, with the csprit du
corps of & regular profession, is what Is moat
of all needed in this conntry. The sooner we
have such an ‘‘aristocraoy,’’ the bstter for
ns all.

THY ENGLISH NEGOTIATIONS,

Prom the N, Y. . :

Mr. Chandler ‘: a Yenator whose fifelity to
his convictions is only ¢qnmiled by the mar-
vellons freedom with which he sometimes ex.
presses them. There I8 never any doub!
abont his feslings. He ia vothing If not down-
right. Withal, he is 50 good a man, and has
rendered such sinrdy eervios, in times past,

to a good canse which was not then popular,

that we may now regret, but can still forgive,

his extreme demoustrations against Great
Britain.

Yet, since My, Chandler has Limself chosen

to remind the country of Lis past ocourse on

the quesations that are now resolved into the

Alabama olaims controversy, we may recall

the fact that he has never on this sabject

represented the position or purposes of the

American people. In 1504 he wanted to de-

olare that the baese of the Rebellion was in the

Canadas, and to act accordingly. As a mat-

ter of fact very few now belleve that this waa

troe, and as a matter of policy everybody |
sees that its snnouncement would have been

nowige If not disastrons. He tells us now

that be did not make hiz proposition without

consultation with the military authorities,

and caleulations as to how soom threats of

this sort wonld emmble us to colleot our

clalms from Great Britain, Bat hia consnlta-

tions came to nothing, and his resolation was

never reported, one way or the other, from

the committes to whioh it was referred. In

1=66 Mr. Chandler wanted to have peremptory

demand made for immediate payment of our

claims, and, this failing, wanted an act of

non-intercourse, and the instant withdrawal

of eur Minister. Probably no one but the

earnest and patriotic Senator himself now be-

lisves that non-intercourss was the remedy to

be employed in 1566, or that the withdrawal

of our Minister wonld have resulted in graver

digcomforta to the British empire thaun it

wonld have inflicted upon onrsePres. Thera

may be those who think with Mr. Chandler

that such a course would have insured a set-

tlement of the Alsbama olaims, but they

cannot be of the number who remember

with us that onr cousins across the
water have mearly or quite as much
human pature as oureelves, The BSBena-

tor's next adventure into this flaid was
& proposal to repeal our meutrality laws,
Surely there cannot be three members of the
Senate who agree with him in regarding the
suggestion that we do wrong becanse (ireat
Britain refases to do right, as any solution of
onr dificulties. In 1867 Mr. Chandler wanted
to declare our strict neutrality between the
(vovernments of Gireat Dritain and Abyseinia,
in the war then pending. If any one besides
the Eenator now thinks that the moral posi-
tion of the United Biates before the world
would have beenimproved by suchan abandon-
ment of all the pricoiples we professed on the
subject, we shonld be at a loss to know where
to look for him. In all these demonstrations
we believe Mr. Chandler to hiave been sincere
—and golitary. Ils ocenpies very nearly the
game position now.

The Senator proposes that our mewly-ap-
pointed Minister should go to London with a

demand in one hand sand a threat in the other.

“1f Great Britain should meet us in a friendly
gpirit, acknowledge her wrong, and cede all
her interests in the Canadas in settlement of
these claims, we will have perpetusl peace
with her; but if she does wvot, we must oon-
quer peace. We caonot afford to have an
enemy’s base so near to us. Iiis a uational
pecessity that weshounld have the British pos-
sessions. He hoped such a negotiation would
be opened, and that it will be a peacefal
opne; but if it should not be, snd England
insists on war, then let the war be ‘short,
sharp, and decisive.’ If war should come,
he would say now that the 60,000 vateran
goldiers of Michigan wanld take the contract
to capture the Usnadas in thirty days, with-
out & man or gun from any other BState."
From the tone and temper of this we hasten
to express our utter dissent. We believe,
with the Senator, that this nation has been
grievonsly wronged. We belisve, with him,
that the measure of our redress musat be far
more than the mere money value of the
ships actually destroyed by pirates equipped
in British ports. We believe, with one whose

words, rising from a grave over whieh
both hemispheres have nuttered their
Jamentations, that ‘*‘Gireat Britain care

ried on war from thesa shores with the
United States, and inflioted an amonnt of
damage greater than would be prodoced by
many ordinary wars;’’ that the capture and
barning of American vessels, in itself great,
‘‘has been but & small part of the injury
inflioted on the American marine;’" and that,
to guote Mr, Cobden’s emphatic conclusion,
“‘we (the British) have rendered the reat of
her vast mercantile property unseless.”” We
believe that, when- this just amd honorable
basis for estimating the liabilitles actually in.
curred by the nnfriendly and most unfortunate
acts of the British Cabinet shall be ence
gettled, the offer to cede the Canadas may well
be made on the one hand, aud considersd on
the other.

But we do not believe that the proper spirit
in which to conduot this negotiation is one of
bluster or threatsning. We do not believe
that it is desirable \o approach an ancient
empire, as proud asshe is still powerful, with
the notice that ehe must settle promptly, on
our terms, in thirty days, or fight for her pos-
sesgions, which we are quite ocapable of
taking, in thirty more, with the volunteers
from a single oue of our States. We donbt,
indeed, whether we need make haste to settls
the matter at all. We lose little by delay;
she may lose much., The longer the adjust-
ment i8 postponed, the surer we ars of revom-
pense for our losses. Time is our ally.

Meanwhile we trust and believe that what-
@ver negoliations may ocour will be condnoted
in a #pirit of the wmost perfect conrtesy and
the sinoerest desire to promote & peaceful ad
justment. Neither the new adwinistration
nor the mew Minister will forget that, after
all, the Epglish are of the ssme blood with
ourselves, and that, becanse they are, they
must uot be bullied. Mr. Samuer's speech,
in 1his and most regards, representa the set-
tled deterination of the American people;
Mr. Chaudler’s, only passionats prejndives,
which will not control our poliy. |
know that Great Britaio is too proud a npation
to be coerced by unworthy fears. Lst us not
forget that the [nited States is too great a
oation to fail in ssouring jnstice, and too ab-
solutely assured of her power to securs it to
be guilty of the bluster and bravado which
oharacterize only the weak,

Mr. Horace Greeley's remarks In Taeeday's
Trilnne, npon floally finding that the Presi-
dent was not minded to give hLim any office,
form oneof the most mourafal and lagubrions
attempts at jollity which the melancholy mind
of man ever gave vent to. The Mark Tapley of
fiction cheering himself in the wreck of matter
at liden, and bearing up against the unholy
tricks of Soadder, is a spectacle npon which
the huomane mind may flod a cartain satisfac-
tion indwelling; bat the Dootor Johnson of
history “‘oracking his jokes and cursisg the
sun,'’ i3 one from which even pity mast tarn
repelled. And it {8 mach mora in the lstter
guise than in the former that the versatils phi-
losopher of the Tribune represents himeelf to
us. Iodeed, if we take away from the lexi-
cographer his wit, his wisdom, and his
learning, the residuum presents soms
points which have a striking resemblancs
to the character of H, G, Bat although Dr,
Johvgon has recorded, in the most pathetic
of his prodoctions, how he endured to
dance attendapoce upon the couchees and
to Le shounldered by the lackeys of a Chester-
field, he at least had the grace to withdraw
after montha of & fruitiess suit, and when he
perceived himself to have exhansted *‘all the
powers of pleasing that a retired and un-
courtly echolar can command.” And, more-
over, he had not the dishanesty to dissemble
how gorely he was hurt. DBat H. G. has
notorionsly wooed President after President,
and exercised all the wiles of a “‘retired and
ungourtly'’ journalist upon a serias of politi-
cal mistresses, who, agreeing in nothing else,
have mevertheless agreed in rejecting him.
Aud, having so far and so often forgotten his
high calling, H. (. comes before us now with
the air of an nndertaker’'s mute off daty, and
disingennously endeavors to persuads ns that
the contortions of his bensevolant featares
under torture are the unforced smiles of hila-
rious joy.
“Though he"—Girecley relates of Grecley—*'"has
twice conversed trecly with the President respecting
certain meditated - appointments, no word or hint
wis dropped on clither side which baportsd that he
wus or suggested] that he udght be himself appointed
1o any post whalever.”

Conjecture ig baflled in the endeavor to re-
call what may have been the converaation of
thege two great men. What blandishments
can H. G. have employed to win the heart of
Grant withal ! Ouos cau fancy him wandering
from politics to pounltry, and from the tariff to
the strawberry-patoh, without tonching a re-
gponsive chord in the bosom of Grant or

Awakening a gleam of intelligenca in his pis-

cine eye. And the ignorance of the philosopher
upon those subjects which engags the pro-
found mind of the President is, if poasible,
more marked than bLis ignorance upon things
in general. He knows nothing to speak of of
horseilesh, and nothing whatever of the pups
of Marshal Brown or of other men. His little
accomplishments in the way of dancing and
dressing are not 2uch as to commend him toa
funotionary who carea for neither. Worst of
all, it does not appear that he ever gave (irant
anything—except some political cervices,
which were all the more maritorions in pro-
portion as they were distastefnl, but which
are the one sort of gifts for which Grant has
evinced mo gratitude. It is mot surprising,
therefore, that “no word or hint was dropped,”’
from the President at least, about the pro-
priety of bestowing an office upon an H. G.
who came to him thus nncongenial and thus
empty-handed.

l.?u{ it is none the less fatal to Mr. Greelay
as & jourmalist and to the profession of jour-
nalism in general that Mr. Grealey as an indi-
vidual should even imcur the imputation,
which he takes pains im bis forced mirth not
to repel, of seeking & Federal office. He en-
deavors to fortify himself with the mnamse of
Fravklin, who undoubtedly held office, and
who alge undonbtedly owned and edited, with
such editing as was then called for, & news-
paper of the period. But Mr. Greeley w!ll not
undertake to sy that journalim in Frank-
lin’s time was & thing even analogous to the
journalism of his and our day. A public
journal may mnow be a great power,

bat i{ts power depends mnot only upon
the ability with which it 18 conducted,
but upon the reader's belief in the

entire disinterestedness of the man who con-
duots it, Of conrse, this Dbelisf cannot
gurvive the spectacle of an editor running
about, or even being thonght to runabout,
after an office for himself. The guid pro guo
which he can give for it is ouly of one kind.
The ofice wust be & reward for services past,
or & payment in advance for services to come.
That is to say, the public good mast be pur-
sued by him only 80 far as it does not confllot
with the political intereets of the party or the
pereon to whom he owes his place. The cake
i2 gimilar Lo that which the law that excladed
Mr. Stewart from the Treasury was iramed to
meet. It was feared by the wise man who
drew up that prohibition that a merchant
who was also & public oflicer would be
tempted to administer his office with an eye
to his mercantile interests. In this oage, the
danger is that an officer or an ofive-peeker
who is 8lso & journalist will be tempted to
manage his jonrnal with an eye to the getting
or the keeping of his office. By how much it
is more important that people should not ha
lied to or misled by their politioal teachers
than that they should not be robbed by their
political agents, by so much this latter danger
is more to be guarded agsinst than the other.
It is lamentable that a journalist ghounld not
see it to be & danger at all, and should hold so
low an opinlon of his resders as to believe
that bis weight with them would Dot ba les-
gened by bis refusal to disavow, as Mr. Grealay
bas refused to disavow, aspirations for public
officé for himself,
